A wreck on the Chicago \ 
North 
western east of the depot this morn­ 
ing resulted in 
both tracks being 
blockaded with debris for 
several 
hours. The wreckage caught fire and 
it was necessary to call the tire de­ 
partment to subdue the flames. 


tHOST ( VI SKs WRECK. 


There was a heavy frost last night 
and the rime lying thick on the rails 
was the cause of the accident. 
A 
west bound freight train known as 
the Belvidere extra had been held up 
by the Hall signal in the east end of 
the yards being set at danger. 
The 
caboose of the extra was about six 
hundred feet west of the Peoria street 
bridge and on the big curve at that 
point. 
Freight train No. 129, also 
west bound, 
was coming down the 
heavy grade at 
a speed of about 25 
miles an hour. 
The Hall signal about 
100 feet east of the bridge indicated a 
block and Engineer George Heed ap 
plied the air, but the brakes refused 
to work on account of the frost. 
The 
flagman from the extra was stationed 
at the bridge and, oi course, waved 
the danger signal, not knowing the 
train was not under full 
control. 
The brakes at this point were now 
having eifect, and when the engine 
plowed into the rear of the extra 
it was only going about eight miles an 
hour. 
Engineer Reed and Fireman 
William Cavanaugh stuck to their 
posts and the crash did not result in 
injury to them. 
Their engine re­ 
duced the caboose of t he extra to 
kindling wood, throwing the wood to 
each side and crowding the trucks 
forward underneath a carload of pine 
planking. The car just ahead of the 
planks was loaded with pine siding 
and this car was badly wrecked and 
the siding scattered about. 
As t.h<- 
engine plowed through tbe caboose it 
caught up the stove oi the caboose on 
Us headlight brackets and the h.axing 
cuai in it w<ti> scattered uu the piiiu 
planks, setting them on lire. 
Fortunately none of the trainmen 
were in the caboose, the flagmen being 
at the bridge, the head brakeman at 
tbe head end and Conductor Daver at 
the depot. 
Their effects were thrown 
about and destroyed by the force of 
the collision or by the llames. A small 
valise containing among other things, 
$35 in money, was saved with every­ 
thing intact, although soaked by the 
water from the hose.

and furnish electric stations between 
Dixon and Rock Island, 
in all probability the amount oi 
money to be expended in 
Hock Falls 
by tiie company will be close to five 
hundred thousand 
dollars. 
One of 
ne main expenses will be t he power 
house, and this will be one of the 
argent in this part, of tin* country. 
The company is now negotiating 
with an expert electrician to lake 
charge of the construction of t lie elec­ 
trical part of the road. 
it is now estimated that the cost of 
the 
road when completed will be 
about $1,800,000» 
I’he company has 
under consideration the installing of 
an electric engine, a motor with won 
derfui power which will he used ex­ 
clusively for carrying freight. 
As it is tiie intention of this com­ 
pany to tap the coal mines south of 
Rock Falls, it is believed that In tiie 
near future the line will become a 
coal carrying road, making Rock Fulls 
the headquarters 
for distribution. 
Electric engines are in various parts 
of the country and are meeting with 
remarkable success. 
To propel these 
electrical engines wiil require a mons. 
ter power house with the best possible 
equipments. 
An engine such as tbe 
company has under consideration will 
develop from ten to fifteen thousand 
horsepower.

their stock to

markets.

denial of t his is made n th<- Drov ers’ 
Journal, which is

at the 
Chicago stock yards, and

keeps in as close touch with matters 
of interest to stock shippers «as any 
puhiicat ion or indiv idual. 
Sev eral times during the past four 
years or more t he western roads hav e 
attem pted to ab olish the drov ers'pass­ 
es b ut each time hav e met with some 
difficulty which prev ented the mov e. 
This tim e it is reported tha t sev eral 
causes led the officials to ab andon 
their purpose. 
In the first place, it 
was impossib le for all parties to agree 
on a plan of action.
